Custom With Festivities In 1928

In the January 21st, 1928 edition of El Don the front 
page was filled with the big news of the week, that of vot- 
ing on the official colors for Santa Ana College. In small 
print at the bottom of the page was a story about someone 
who thought it would be a good idea to have a celebration 
similar to the fiestas held in the days of the Spanish Don 


and Dona. 


By the first of May the story 
about the college colors was forced 
into the background by a follow- 
up story about a committee, under 
the leadership of Thomas. H. 
Glenn, which had presented plans 
for a fiesta celebration. The main 
points of the plan called for a 
six day fiesta which would fea- 
ture, the crowning of a Din and 
Dona, a parade, diners, games, 
and a huge fiesta ball. 

In the next issue, the plans had 
cut the event from six to five days 
and the week before fiesta, it was 


On May 18th, 1928 the first 
fiesta was officially under way 
with the crowning of Don Pete 
Lehr and Dona Flora Groenow by 
Father St. John O’Sullivan of 
Mission San Juan Capistrano. 

The next year the Fiesta was 
shortened to one day and the 
committee inaugurated a new fea- 
ture, a beard contest.

Psychology reigns supreme in the minds of psychology. 


The second semester ‘followers of 
Freud, Gestalt, and James are now making sounds and 
noises like professional psychologists. In performing ex- 
periments which are patterned after those conducted by 
practicing psychologists, psychology majors are gaining 
valuable experience in applying what they have learned 
from George Andrus, department head, to real everyday 


situations. 


These projects were done in 
many forms ranging from case 
histories to-~- objective question- 
naires. Case histories are clinical 
studies of human behavior ana- 
lyzing the subject’s behavior from 
early childhood to the present. In 
. gathering information for the case 
histories, students go out into the 
field and interview those people 
who they suspect of deviating 
from the normal.

ier Phillips, former dean of men 


and instructor of drama and pub- 
lic speaking at Santa Ana College. 
A heart attack in his home at 2121 
S. Foothill Blvd., Lemon Heights, 
called the beloved teacher from 
his sleep to take his final bow. 

After touring for two years 
with the celebrated Shakespearian 
actress, Madame Modjeska, Mr. 
Phillips joined the Santa Ana high 
school teaching staff in 1911. In 
1915, he became a member of the 
first teaching staff at Santa Ana 
College where he served until his 
resignation in 1949. 

A major role was played by Mr. 
Phillips in organizing the Santa 
Ana Community Players. In 1921, 
he directed the first full length 
production of that group. ...... ...... 
...Among Santa Ana students of 
Mr. Phillips who have successfully 
made the stage their profession are 
Jocelyn Brando, who held the part 
of the only woman in “Mr. Ro- 
berts,” a Broadway production, 
and Hariret Abrams, known. for 


her performances in “The Two 
Mrs. Carrolls’” and ‘Cocktail 
Party.” 


Saddened upon receiving news 
of the well-known teacher’s death, 
faculty and students mourned the 
loss and expressed their continued 
admiration of Mr. Phillips’ warmth 
of personality.
